Carver 
was described in the maga- 
zine merely os a "student of 
political theory and Aslan af- 
fairs, with degrees from Yale 
and Oxford; former officer of 
the U.S. aid mlssloh irt 
iSalgoh,* author of 'Aesthetics 
jaiid the Problem of Meaning.
